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Countess Russell Sues for 
Divoree. 


Shocking Narrative of Her Noble Hus- 
band’s Cruel Treatment. 


Compelled to Perform Menial Serv- 


ice for Her Savage Lord. 


The Earl Accused of Abominable Crimes 
in His Own House— The Countess 
Relates a Story of Insult 
and Violence, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Dec, 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| In Her Majesty’s High 
Court of Justice, before Justice Butt, 
there commenced today a case which 
excited much comment, particularly 
in the higher walks of English life. 
This case is the application of Countess 
Russell for a judicial separation from 
her husband, Earl Russell, grandson of 
the great Lord John Russell, on the 
ground of cruelty. The troubles be- 
tween the Earl and his wife have been 
public talk for months past. The 
parties to the suit are well-known in 
society and the allegations and counter 
allegations have afforded topics for 
conversation in many .circles of polite 
society. The Earl denies his wife’s 
allegations and claims that the whole 
trouble is due to his mother-in-law. 
Sir Charles Russell appeared for Earl 
Russell and Sir Edward Clarke repre- 
sented the Countess. 

The petition of the Countess states 
that from the time she was married in 
February, 1890, until she left him, 
Earl Russell. habitually treated her 
with great harshness and cruelty, terri- 
fying her and injuring her health. The 
Karl compelled herto remain up until 
3 o’clock in the morning doing his ac- 
counts. He also threatened her witha 
revolver. Not content with abusing 
and insulting her in the privacy of their 
apartments, he acted toward her in 
such a way that she was humiliated be- 
fore her servants. 

The’ courtroom was crowded with a 
large number of persons who listened 
with close attention to the proceedings. 

The Countess, accompanied by her 
was present. She 
and her relatives occupied seats in the 
back part of the courtroom, seeming to 
desire toescape from the observation 
of the crowd. 

OPENING THE CASE. 

Sir Edvard Clarke, for the petitioner, 
in opening the case today said that the 
parties to the suit lived together for 
only four months, owing to the conduct 
of the Earl. Afterwards the Contess 
was induced to return to her husband 
and they resumed their former marital 
relations. This continued but a short 
time, however, when the Countess 
found the Earl’s actions intolerable and 
again separated. After this iast sepa- 
ration the Earl wrote affectionately to 
the Countess and implored her to return 
tohim. The Countess was persuaded 
against her better judgment, and re- 


turned té*her husband, but this affec- 


tionate treatment was of short duration. 
He again used personal violence against 
her and made her life miserable. The 
Countéss lost all hope of living happily 
with her husband and she again lc¢ft 
him. Prior to the separation the 
matter of the Countess’sosupport was 
talked over and the Earl agreed to 
allow her £80 a month for her expen- 
ses. 
He paid the first monthly allowance, 
but after that the Countess received 
nothing from him except checks for the 


| amount promised, which checks, when 


presented at the bank, were returned 
dishonored. 
Sir Edward Clarke farther stated 


that when the Countess married she 


hada marriage portion of £20,000. 
This money, however, had nothing to 
do with the troubles. When the Count- 
ess was suffering from an 4ttack of in- 
fluenza the Earl, Sir Edward éGeclared, 
compelled herto accompany him on 
reckless drives in inclement weather, 
much to her injury. The Earl made it 
a practice to leave her room and go and 
stay With a womennamed Reberts, who 
was sleeping in the house. He made 
the Countess go to the servants’ closets 
to see if they were provided with the 
proper requisites. 
THE PEER'S LITTLE PLEASANTRIES. 

As evidence of the estimation in 
which the Earl held his wife Sir Ed- 
ward stated he often said he would like 
to see her carried out of the house in 
a coffin. Referring to the Earl's ac- 
counts Sir Edward said he would com- 
pel the Countess to arise after she had 
retired and go down stairs and fix them 
up. He would then abuse her in vio- 
lent terms. On morethan one occasion 
he threw her to the floor and com- 
manded herynot to move until he gave 
her permission. After denying that 
his client was at present or ever had 
been afflicted with hysterics, he stated 
that the man Roberts was mathe- 
matical masters of a schoo! at 
Bath. A serious suggestion against 
Earl Russell involved in his 
alleged relations with Roberts, Sir Ed- 
ward declared, and his wife .could not 
feel otherwise than outraged and dis- 
tressed by these relations. ‘To show 
the brutal nature of the Earl, Sir Ed- 
ward cited instances of how he used to 
drag cats about with strings around 
their necks, 
himself by throwing a catat the ceiling 
until he nearly killedthe poor beast. 
The Countess remonstrated with the 
Earl against tijs cruelty, whereupon 
the latter said: ‘I will lick you into 
shape if you don’t mind,’’ When the 
Countess objected to Robert’s presence 
in the house the Earl told her to ‘Go 
to the devil.”’ 

Continuing Sir Edward said that the 
Earl was much upset by the prospect of 
the Countess not having a child. He 
abused her forthis and called her a 
‘‘beastly. barren woman.’ Early in 
May the Earl and the eee proposed 
to attenda levee. The Earl made her 
act as his valet while in. London. The 
Countess was naturally annoyed that 
her husband should forcé her to per- 
form menial services, and told him she 
was sorry she ever married him. The

Earl at once rang the bell and told the 
servant who answered tosummon Lady 
Scott, the Countess's mother. When 
Lady Scott entered the room the Earl 
said: ‘‘Hereis your sacred daugtter. 
Take her away as soon as you like and 
youcan gotothe devil!’’ It was on 
her return at her husband's requests 
after their temporary separation that 
the Countess was foundone night nude 
and ina fainting condition on the floor 
in a room occupied by her and the Earl. 
The Earl told the maid, who had gone 
to the room, that some water had fallen 
on the Countess’s night dress and he 
had taken it off. 
THE MAN ROBERTS. 

When Sir Edward concluded his ad- 
dress, he called his first witness. This 
was Countess Russell. She arose from 
a seat in the rear of the room and made 
her way to the witness box. When she 
had taken her place Sir Edward pro- 
ceeded to question her. He first asked 
regarding thé presence of the man Rob- 
erts in the house, and the #arl’s visits 
to the room occupied by him. The 
Countess stated, in reply, that she had 
remonstrated with the Earl because of 
these visits, 

Being asked if the Earl gave any 
reason for going to Roberts’ room, the 
Countess made no reply, but said the 
Earl was m@re unkind to her when 
Roberts was in the house. 

Replying to other gqtestions, the 
Countess said that the Earl had told 
her that he kept a loaded pistol con- 
venient and would shoot her if she an- 
noyed him. ‘When she left the Earl she 
asked him to kiss pe and he refused 
with an oath. Defcribing a quarrel 
that occurred between herself and the 
Earl, the Coumtess stated that the lat- 
ter rushed about the room yelling and 
striking the walls with his fists. 

BEAUTY AND THE BEAST. 

The Countess was attired in an ele- 
gant blue velvet dress. She wore an 
expensive boW about her neck and a 
large hat which set of her beauty to 
great advantage. She displayed much 
modesty and was greatly embarrassed 
by some of the questions. To most of 
the inquiries she responded in a meek 
and almost imaudible voice. TLadv 
Scott, the petitioner’s mother, sought 
by her presence to add to her daughter's 
courage inthe trying position in which 
she was placed. She occupied the time 
while her daughter was giving her tes- 
timony -by a continual sniffing at a 
vinaigrette. The Countess’s sister sat 
beside hér mother. In appearance the 
Earl is a great contrast to his handsome 
and stylish young wife. He is a weak- 
eyed, youngish-looking man, with hair 
of 
slang parlance as ‘‘washed out.’’ His 
appearance is not improved by the 
spectacles which she wears. During 

the recital of the incidents of her 

married life Barl Russell frequently 
buried his face‘in his hands to hide his 
laughter. His actions showed that he 
felt no compunction for his treatment 
of his wife. He seemed to think that 
the whole affair was a fine subject for 
mirth. Many spectators whose minds 
were not confused by the high social 
standing of the Earl looked upon him 
with disgust. 

Continuing her evidence, the Coun- 
tess testified that when she was unwell 
the Earl summoned her to his study, 
called her ‘‘a barren brute”’ and threw 
her to the floor. 

CROSS-EXAMINING THE 

Upon thc conclusion of the direct ex- 
amination the witness was cross-exam- 
ined by Sir Charles Russel. He opened 
by asking the Countess if she meant to 
make any imputation against her hus- 
band or Roberts. The witness replied 
“Yes.’? This answer, given with a 
snap and vim, created a sensation. . 

Witness added that she never made a 
direct charge against either the Earl or 
Roberts. She admitted that she had 
written a letter to Harry Marriellier, 
who was best man at her wedding, as- 
suring him that she brought no charge 
against Roberts, adding that she was 
in the hands of a clever man, 
and would bring no charges against the 
Earl unless fully able to prove them. 
Witness admitted that she had a former 
engagement to marry before she was 
betrothed to Russell, and it was broken 
off owing to the condition of her health. 

Sir Charles asked witness whether 
she was not attended by two doctors in 
1888 for a certain complaint. The 
Countess replied that the doctors men- 
tioned had given her medicine from 
‘time to time. 

Witness stated that the Earl had 
shown hera letter he had written to 
his solicitor about her extravagance: 
She asked him not to send the letter; 
She 
held the letter in her hand while mak- 
ing these requests. In reply the Earl 
forced her to her knees on the floor and 
took the letter from her. He used so 
much strength that he forced the 
bangles on her arms into the flesh until 
the blood fiowed. She showed her 
bleeding arms to her sister. She fur- 
ther said that at the interview she had 
with her husband she asked him for £5. 
He threw her half a sovereign saying, 

‘That is all you will get.”’ 

After the separation she wrote offer- 
ing to return if the Earl would offer her 
an ample apology for his neglect and 
ill-treatment. If the Earl had met her 
half way the Countess said she would 
have returned to him. She made no 
mention of Roberts in this letter, but 
the Earlknew she objected to having 
Roberts in the house. She thought it 
very strange that the Earl always left 
her for Roberts. 

Sir Charles Russell. Do you know 
that your representative stated that no 
imputation against Roberts was meant, 
but that the allegations regarding him 
were to show that your husband culti- 
vated Roberts's society by neglecting 
you? 

Witness. [I have forgotten. 

Sir Charles. Did not you break off 
attempts to arrange the troubles be- 
tween yourself and husband really be- 
cause of money affairs? 

Witness. 1 thought his dishonoring 
me in the eves of the world by dishon- 
oring my 
not regardful of me. Besides, I was 
told thatif I were to go back tohimI 
‘would be treated worse than before. 

Sir Charles. Is it a fact that within 
a few months of your marriage you were 
found to be indebted to the extent of 
£4200? 

Witness. No. 

Sir Charles. Here, read these items 
from a number of bills from various 
tradesmen. 

The Countess admitted that her hus- 
band had remonstrated with her about 
getting into debt. She never ran in 


debt after marriage.

THE WITNESS WEEPS. 

When pressed to remember the cir- 
cumstances of’ the first quarrel the 
Countess burst into tears, saving: ‘‘#m 
sorry I’m not able to remember, but I’m 
not well.’’ 

In answer to questions regarding her 
health prior to her marriage, witness 
said it was always good except that she 
suffered from a specific female com- 
plaint which was given as a reason for 
breaking the earlier engagement. She 
denied that the complaint in her case 
was associated with hysteria. She had 
never been hysterical or given to exag- 
geration. Witness declared that she 
had no remembrance of her mother 
coming into her room and imploring 
her to make friends with her husband. 
She was not hy sterieAl on that occa- 
sion, nor after leaving the room did she 
lose self-control and begin to tear off 
her dress. She never got in that state. 

When Sir Charles began to probe 
into the relations between the Earl and 
Roberts interest became intense. The 
witness, however, made her replies in 
such a low tone that only those close to 
her could catch them. She said the 
Earl and Roberts had been friends in 
college. After the Earl undressed to go 
to bed he told her he was going to see 
Roberts. 

Sir Charles. Thendo you mean to 
charge Roberts in a way’ 

Witness. Icantfot make a charge.

Sir Charles. Did you intend to make 
a charge?

SHE HAD HEARD THINGS, | 
Continuing, the Countess said that 
after the separation she heard things

against her wish to mention them; but 
she heard them from the Dowager 
Countess Russell, Lady Agatha Russell 
and Hon. Rollo Russell. She also re- 
ceiveda letter from Lord Carlisle. The 
letter from Carlisle: was read. It con- 
tained no allusion to misconduct. Wit- 
ness admitted that there was nothing in 
the letter to justify charges of miscon- 
duct against the Earl.

Rumors that Russia would 
interfere haye spurred the government 
to take active measures to stop the re- 
volt. 

THE POWENS MUST ACT. 

ViENNA, Dec. 1.—The Political Corre- 
spondence says that France, in view of 
‘the situation in China, has urged the 
powers totake immediate united ac- 
tion. 

Lonpox, Dec. 1.—The Times corre- 
spondent at Paris confirms the report 
that the French government is urging 
the powers totake combined action 
against the Chinese.

EXTENT OF THE REVOLT.

The Treasury Minister Sanguine of a Sur- 
plus Next Year. 

Rome, Dec, 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.} In the discussion on the 
budget, Tuzzeti, Minister of the Treas- 
ury,, said that excessive expenditures 
and overestimation of receipts shad 
caused the budget for 1891 to show a 
deficit of 1,000,000 lire which new 
economies and financial measures would 
amply cover. 

Signor Tuzzeti added that in the 
budget for 1891 the revenue would 
cover all expenditures and give a sur- 
plus of over 9,000,060 lire. This 
would be the first time in the history of 
Italian finance that such aresult will be 
must accept all the government's pro- 
posals. He said the treasury debt now 
amounted to 457,000,000 lire.  In- 
stead of meeting the debt in the usual 
course by the issue of rentes, he -pro- 
posed to issue treasury bonds for abn 
and.a half years, redeemable annually 
to be subscribed only in Italy.

THE BLACKBURN DISASTER. 


Nine Bodies Taken Out and More Proba- 
bly in the Ruins. 

Lospvon, Dec. 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Efforts to recover the 
bodies of those killed in the gas explo- 
sion in Blackburn market yesterday are 
being pushed as rapidly as _ possible. 
Already four bodies have been recov- 
ered and it is certain a large number 
are stillin the ruins. The people who 
were injured are progressing favorably. 

A later dispatch from Blackburn 
states that the searching party has 
found five more bodies inthe ruins. It 
is feared that other bodies are still be- 
neath the wreckage. The man who 
had charge of the gasometer, the ex- 
plosion of which caused the disaster. 
was arrested on charge of having 
caused the death of those who lost their 
lives by the explosion. He was subse- 
quently released on bail. 


Goschen's Financial Scheme. 

Lonpon, Dec. 1.—Goschen, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, disclosed his scheme 
for increasing the reserves to some 
leading bankers today. it is reported 
that Goschen favors the issue of £1 
notes to replace the gold issue, to be 
based on a reserve partly of gold and 
partly of consols.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


Five Members of a Family Perish at 
Detroit. 


A Fatlier, Mother and Three Childreg. 
Unatie to Escape from Their 
Blazing Dwelling and Found

Detroit (Mich.,) Dec. 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The most appalling 
catastrophe that has visited Detroit 
since the burning of the Tilden school, 
a couple of years ago, took place about 
2 o’clock this morning. Fire broke out 
in the grocery store of George J. Reis, 


at 332 Orleans street, and, communicat- 


ing to the dwelling house overhead, 
smothered to death Charles Reis, aged 
22, and his brothers Josie and Eddy, 
aged 11 and 7 years. 

The two latter children were found 
in bed and the older boy was discovered 
by firemen lying upon the floor before 
the window, as if he had attempted to 
make his escape by that egress. 

Father and mother were found locked 
in each others’ arms at the foot of the 
stairs leading out into the yard. They 
were burned to a crisp in their ene 
deavor to reach the open air. 

Two other children, Max, aged 15, 
and Tony, aged 12, and a_ hired girl, 
whose name could not be ascertained, 
escaped by jumping out of windows 
into the arms of police and firemen.

NAMELESS MUTILATION. 


The Horrible Deed of an Insane 
Man. 


| James Richter’s Desperate Attempt 
~ at Suicide. 


Cold Steel and Poison Failed to Do 
Their Work, 


When He Tried to Dash His Brains Out 
Against a Wall—One of the 
Most Frightful Cases 
on Record. 


One of the most horrible cases of self- 
mutilation on record came to light yes- 
terday, in which an insane man, after 
a | inflicting nameless injuries upon him- 
self, attempted suicide by chopping 
himself in the head with an ax, stab- 
bing himself in the bowels and breast, 
taking laudanum, and dashing his head 
againsta wall. These injuries were 
inflicted some time during Monday after- 
noon, and notwithstanding the fact that 
the man was not discovered until yes- 
terday about noon, and received no 
medical attention in the meantime, he 
was not only alive, but lived until11:30 
o’clock last night. 

| A HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 

A few minutes past 1 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon Police Clerk Bean of the 
Central station received a telephone 
message from the southern part of the 
city saying that a man was dying in a 
shanty on the corner of Sacramento and 
Mateo streets. 

Officer Woodward was at once sent 
out with the patrol wagon and when he 
reached W. H. Blair’s residence, at No. 
1945 Sacramento street, he found 
quite a number of people talking in an 


formed him ‘that a carpenter named 
John Richter had attempted to commit. 
suicide in his room in Blair’s house and 
from his look they were satisfied that 
he was dying, but no one had taken the 
trouble to send for a doctor. 

The officer hurried in the house 
and entered Richter’s room, when a 
sight that was probably never before 
_|.witnessed by a human being met his 
| eyes. Stretched oh a small cot or bed 
was a young German covered with 
blood from head to foot, and 
as he turned over to _ greet. the 
officer a broad grin spread over his pale, 
features and he reached out a _ bloody 
hand in a friendly manner, at the same 
time remarking in good English: 

“Tam glad someone has come to my 
assistance at last.’’ His voice was 
strong and he seemed so far from the 
gates of death that the officer’s courage 
returned after the first shock, and he 
asked: 

‘“‘What have you been trying to do 
with vourself?”’ 

‘‘Well, I decided yesterday afternoon 
that I would go intothe butcher busi- 
ness as Lam tired of carpentering, and 
as I had no beef handy I started in on 
my own body, and I guess you can see 
by looking around this room that I was 
not entirely unsuccessful in my new oc- 
cupation.”’ 

The officer looked about the room as 
soon as he could take his eyes from the 
bloody object on the bed, and blood and 
pieces of human flesh met his gaze on 
all sides. A hungry dog sat on his 
-haunches in one corner of the room and 
it was about the only thing that had 
escaped a bloody drenching from the 
carpenter’s wounded body. 

‘Why did you cut. these members 
from your body?’’ asked the officer ina 
horrified tone of voice. 

‘‘My amorous passion were such that 
it annoyed me, so I decided to puta 
stop to it, and after I had gone that 
far I did not care to:live, so Itookadose 
of laudanum and I thought I would die 
easy, butit had no effect on me. I 
then picked up that hand-ax and chopped 
my head, but it did not even stun me, 
and Ibecame desperate. I had a pistol 
and shot myself inthe ,head, but the 
bullet did not penetrate the brain, so I

| stomach, but that failed and I plunged 
it in my chest over my heart with such 
force that it stuck there and I have not 
been able to remove it. Ithen went to 
sleep and expected to die, but I woke 
up alittle while ago and felt so sick 
that I called Mr. Blair to my assist- 
ance. .He came, but he was so fright- 
ened that he could do nothing. I don’t 
want to die now, and I hope you will do 
all in your power to bring me around.”’

The injured man was hurried tothe 
receiving hospital, and Drs. Murphy. 
and Bryant were called. They found 
a | that Richter had mutilated himself ina 
most frightful manner. There were 
three big°gashes over his forehea 
which ‘had been made with a blunt in- 
strument, and while they were being 
dressed Richter stated that he shot him- 
self and then used the ax, and when 
that had no effect he tried to dash his 
brains out against the wall. No bullet 
mark could be found, but that he used 
an ax'and jammed his head, against the 
Wall there is not the slightest doubt. 
_The man’s shirt was then removed, 
‘and the handle ofa heavy pocket-knifé 
was found protruding from his left 
breast in the region of the heart. The 
handle had caught in the wound when 
Richter plnnged it in his breast and had 
to be cut out by the doctors. The man 
escaped instant death for the reason. 
that the blade struck a rib and glanced 
down. 

Another ugly wound was found in the 
pit of the’ stomach, which is probably 
more dangerous than any of the others. 

The wounds were properly dressed 
and Richter was put to bed,

The man. wasa stranger inthe city, 
and when his condition was discovered 
refused to make any statement, and sud- 
denly disappeared, leaving no trace by 
which he could be followed.

‘‘man without a tongue’ has turned up 
inSalt Lake.

THE WEATHER RECORD. 


The November Summary of the Weather 
Bureau. 


The monthly meteorological summary 
of the United States Weather Bureau 
has just been issted by Observer Frank- 
lin. . The mean barometer during No- 
vember was $0.04; highest barometer, 
30.18, on the .18th; lowest, 29.93, on 
the 5th. The mean temperature for 
the month was 60°; highest tempera- 
ture, 85°, onthe 9th and 10th; lowest, 
40°, onthe 12th. Total precipitation, 
0. The total deficiency in precipita- 


tion during the month was 1.48 inches; 
total deficiency since January 1, 3.09 
inches. The past month is the first No- 
vember since 1878 during which no 
rain* fell. There were not even any 
cloudy days during the month, but on 
ten days it was partly cloudy. 


Vital Statistics. 

The monthly statement of vital statis- 
tics for November has been issued by 
the health officer. The total number of 
deaths from all causes during the month 
was 61, anannual rate per 1000 of 
11.26. As ustial consumption leads the 
list with 10, none of whom were na- 
tives of the Pacific Coast. There were 
also two deaths from. accident and vio- 
lence, one death from diptheria, and 
seven from heart disease. 

During the month there were 72 
births, of whom 39 were males and 33 
females.

Senator Sherman, 

The editor of the Herald has evi- 
dently been living lately on raw beef 
soaked in whisky and gunpowder, if the 
public are to judge by the tone of some 
of his ‘‘articles.’’

Mr. Sherman is a@ Senator of the 
United States, and will be reélected 
next January for six years more, and, 
being a Senator, issubject to any just 
or truthful criticism.

1862, a period of twenty-six years. 
Within the four years that he was Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the Democracy 
controlled both Houses of Congress, 
and three times since has that party 
had control of the House. During 
these periods Senator Sherman has 
been subjected to the most rigid 
investigation by his personal and 
political enemies, and not one sin- 
gle charge made against his integrity 
has ever been supported by even a 
shadow of proof.

St. Louis, Dec. 1—[By the Associated 
} Press.]}] A bold and successful train 
robbery took place on the St. Louis and 
San I'rancisco road near Glendale, a 
station about ten miles from this city, 
shortly before 10 o’clock last night. 
The robbers had their plans well laid 
and they escaped with money and valu- 
ables amounting to $20,000, possibly 
more. The Adams Express Company 
was the victim, and from the manner in 


| which the robbers did the jobit is evi- 


dent that their plan was to make a 
clean sweep of the express car. They 
used dynamite with fearful effect, both 
on the car and on Messenger Mulren, 
who had charge of the car. Six men 
participated in the robbery. 

When the train reached Old Orchard 
it is supposed four of the men boarded 
the express car. The other two are be- 
lieved to have boarded the train at 
Glendale. Shortly after the train left 
Glendale two men made their way to 
the engine cab, and placing revolvers at 
the head of the engineer and fireman, 
compelled them to stop the train. The 
engineer confplied with alacrity. As 
soon as the train came toa standstill 
the engineer and fireman were taken to 
the express car. Inthe meantime the 
express messenger, who suspected 
something wrong, closed and bolted the 
doors of his car and stood inside ready 
to defend the property intrusted to his 
care. But the odds were against him, 
and the poor fellow now lies ina dan- 
gerous condition at North Springfield. 

Whenthe two robbers piloted the 


placed them under guard and tried to 
induce the messenger to open the door 
of the car. The latter was obdurate. 
A stick of dynamite was then placed 
against the car and exploded. Ina 
minute another stick was exploded at 
the car door, which fell The rob- 
bers then entered the car and, taking 
the key from the messenger, soon had 
the safe open.

One consideration 
was the invitation of the National Com- 
mission to send a representative to par- 
ticipate inthe general conference with 
that body and members of the local di- 
rectory of the World’s Fair to be held 
at Chicago on December 9. Commis- 
sioner Thompson was prevailed upon to 
represent the commission, and the reg- 
ular monthly meeting, set for December 
8, was postponed until December 19, 
when lie will -have returned and be able 
to present areport to the commission. 
Much doubt exists in the minds of many 
exhibitors as to the policy to be pursued 
in regard to displays in the department 
buildings for competition prizes, where 
the displays will represent California 
industries rather than the individuals 
arranging them, and the following res- 
olution was adopted to settle the ques- 
tion: 

Resolved, that the commission, out of the 
funds appropriated by the State, will first 
erect a State building and collect the State 
exhibit to be contained therein, and second 
will aid numerous exhibits, in the discretion 
of the commission, to enter into competi- 
tion in the different departments. 

The question of style and plan of the 
building to be erected on California’s 
site at the Fair were considered at 
length and all of the plans submitted by 
local architects last June were rejected 
and ordered returned to their makers, 
as none filled the requirements of the 
commission. A committee consisting of 
Commissioners Phelan, Hatch and 
Thompson was appointed to consult 
with leading architects and secure from 
them such ideas as to the building to be 
erected as would enable them to make 


some definite report at the meeting on

Dr. Fuller said this morning: ‘‘Cyrus. 
W. Field’s general condition has not im- 
proved during the night.”’ 

Morris K. Jessup, who has just left 
the Field residence, said: ‘‘Mr. Field 
is very low and is not likely to live 
through the day.”’ 

At 4 this afternoon Cyrus W. Field 
was still alive, but his physician has 
given up ail hope, and it isnot believed 
Field can last many hours.

Immediately after the interstate com- 
merce law went into effect railroad

Their ‘‘general coun- 
sel had given his opinion that they could 
not legally issue passes,’’ and, though 
they hated awfully to doit, they must 
draw the line. Then the State 
and county. officials who held 
their annuals, and the _ shippers 
and influential people as well, re- 
luctantly returned their pasteboards 
and for a time had to. be con- 
tented with passes good for the one 
State in which -they lived or paid their 
fare when they journeyed. Since then 
the .Interstate commerce law _ has 
become some what rusted about the 
edges and in some quarters it is almost 
forgotten. Shippers and officials and 
other functionaries with a ‘‘pull’’ are 
taken care of as usual. That they are 
gaining the vantage ground lost on that-. 
memorable April day is seen by the 
fact that the general managers of West- 
ern roads was held at Chicago last week 
to decide upon a course to be pursued in 
issuing passes. The proposition under 
consideration was to enter into an iron- 
clad agreement to limit free transporta- 
tion to persons entitled to to it by rea- 
or such accommodations. The man-

“THE LEFFLER MURDER. 


The Wounded Slavonian Tells 
Ilis Story. - 


He Says the Dead Watchman First 
| Shot Him, 


And Was in Turn Killed by Kandalee, 
His Partner. 


Another Version of the Tragedy—Kandalec 
Repeats His Statement Made 
Before the Coroner's Jury 
at the Inquest. 


Last night Coroner Welden and Dep- 
uties Phibbs and Marble, from the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, visited the Re- 
ceiving hospital in the central police 
station and with the aid of an interpre- 
ter took the statement of Johan Kormis, 
one of the Slavonians who is accused of 
killing Night Watchman Sam Leffler 
last Sunday morning in the Southern 
Pacific yards. It will be remembered 
that Kormis was badly wounded in the 
fight and may die at any time. 

Kormis was sworn and informed by 
the District Attorney of his legal rights 
in the matter and told him that he need 
not make any statement unless he, 
wished. 

He stated that he was perfectly will- 
ing to tell the whole story. He said he 
was born in Hungary thirty-seven 
years ago, and came to America in 
March of last year, and is a married 
man. He has five children and came to 
California in July of this year. He ar- 
rived in Los Angeles last “Friday, and 
Ariz. He has 
known Kandalec since last March. 
They met in NeW York, but are not re- 
lated. He and his partner arrived here 
last Friday, and Saturday night he and 
his companion slept in a car, 

The night watchman came to the car 
ir the‘morning on Sunday and drove 
him out of the car, and then struck him 
and shot him. He was trying to defend 
himself whenthe watchman shot, and 
the pistol went off again and shot the 
watchman. Kandalec was_ standing 
near the car when the shooting oc- 


Kandalec then ranupand grabbed 
the watchman, who was trying to shoot 
Kandalec after shooting witness, and 
Kandalec grabbed the pistol and shot 
the watchman. 

After the watchman was shot Kanda- 
y. Witness did 
not know in what part of the body Leff- 
ler was shot. 

Witness then went to the water and 
washed himself. Witness and his com- 
panion left the watchman whem he fell. 
After the watchman was shot witness 


Witness saw Leffler kick and strike 
his companion and then try to shoot 
him. Kandalec and the watchman, or 
Le filer, were struggling when Kandalec 
took the pistol and shot Leffler. Leffler 
fellonthe logs just before Kandalec 
shot him. This was just after Leffler 
shot witness. About three minutes in- 
tervened between the shots. Saturday 
night the watchman~and—another man 
threw witness and kicked him and he 


Witness thentold how he and his. 
companion were found by the police 


occurred. He saw the body of the 
watchman as it lay inthe same: place, 
but notin the same position as when 
they left it. | 
' Witness did not know whether the 
watchman was dead or not when they 
left him. 

Witness saw Kandalec throw the pis- 
tol away, but he did not see him pick it 


up. 

‘Kandalec was then examined in the 
presence of Kormis and told’ the same 
story as told before the Coroner's jury 
Monday evening. | 

7 ADMITS THE SHOOTING. 

When the examination of Kormis 
was concluded Kandalec, who was pres- 
ent, stated that he did not understand 
all the questions, and the wounded 
man’s statements were read to him. 
Kandalec was again sworn and made 
about the same statement that he made 
before the Coroner's jury Monday even- 
ing. with the exception that he now ad- 
mits that he killed Leffier. He stated 
that just after Leffler shot Kormis Kor- 
mis called to witness tocome and help 
him, that he was being killed by the 
watchman. Witness, who was almost 
blind from blood from the wounds in 
his face when Leffler kicked him, hur- 
ried to where the twq men were strug- 
giing on the lumber pile. Leffler, who 
was on top of Kormis, pointed his pistol 
at witness, but before he could shoot 
Witness grabbed it and fired. Kormis 
was then assisted to rise and the two 
went to the river as before stated.

Very Simple Methods for Making Chickens 
Grow Rapldly. * 
{American Agriculturist.] 
‘There is no reason and very little 
profit in allowing chickens to be slow 
in coming to maturity. The small: bi- 
ped starts into life and ready to grow 
rapidly, and only lack of proper food 
will keep it from forging ahead. 
Whether chicks are reared in brooders; 
orby hens, they must have plenty of 
warmth, pure water and cleanli- 


“ness, and when these are secured we 


come tothe important matter of food, 
which is one of the chief factors in 
rapid growth. This should contain just 


the elements thata growing chick re. . 


quires, in such shape as to be readily di- 
ges. .beaten -into bread 
crumbs are ‘excellent for the first. few 
days. For this purpose the sterile 
eggs that have been removed from 


the incubator, or from under the 
hens at about the tenth day, 
will serve very well. The chicks 


will also delight to pick at rolled 
oats (which are steam-cooked,) and this 
is excellent for growth. Very soon 
they may have boiled wheat, and one 
can almost see his chickens grow while 
they are eating it. A little cooked po- 
tato, or cooked vegetable, will not 
com¢ amiss occasionally as they grow 


older. Whatever is given them 
should be thoroughly cooked un- 
til the chickens are eight or 


ten week old, if the most rapid growth 
is to be secured. When they can run 
at large upon the ground they will 
obtain an abundance of tender grass 
and other green stuff, but if confined, 
there is nothing better than bruised 


clover leaves, scalded or cooked into a

The application fora transfer of the 
saloon license of duese & Schumacher, 
No. 102 North Main street, to Emil 
Waldeck, being im: regular form, was 
granted. 

The usual demands were presented 
and approved. 

Edward Pascoe»presented an appli- 
cation for appoimtment as a special 
officer for duty at the Chinese 
theater without pay from the city, and 
the same was granted. 

G. Garibaldi -““preferred charges 
against Officer, saying that raig 
had abused and mistreated him on various 
occasions, and further that Craig is in 
the habit of entering his. saloon and 
drinking at his bar, forall of which he 
asks that the charges be investigated, 
and if found true that he be removed 
from the force. Garibaldi is a Sonora 
town saloo-keeper. 

On motion the charges were referred 
to Commissioners Snyder and Bryson, 
with the Chief, to report at the next 
meeting. 

Chief Glass presented a letter from 
Commissioner Dexter, at San Francisco, 
saying that he was busy settling up 
matters for an Eastern house, and as 
the matter was very complicated he 
could not set a time for his return.

so bold that they would even come into 
our dwelling houses, hunt up our poultry 
papers in search of chickens, and inform 
themselves as to our next weapons of 


warfare of extermination against them. 


We had all four kinds, grey and red 
mites, head ticks and big body lice, 
some of which were nearly as large as 
wheat grains. The body lice did the 
most damage, and were the hardest to 
get ridof. Millions won't half tell the 
number of lice. Just go to the highest 
numeration in arithmetic, and then vou 
will have it: 

Well, we fought with nearly every- 


thing we ever heard or read of—white- 


washed, coal-oiled, tumigated with sul- 
phur, smoked with burning wet straw. 
etc., and finally decided that the most 
effectual and most economical way to 
rid the houses, coops, etc., of lice is to 


sprinkle them thoroughly every few} 


days (walls, roosts and every crevice) 
with fine coal and wood ashes, and air- 
slacked lime (all perfectly dry). Lice 
do not fancy wading in upto their chins 
in fine dry ashes and lime over the 
walls, roosts, etc. We have two sets of 


roosting poles, change them every few 
days, keeping one set out inthe weather 
all the time.
